Natural gas predominates as the 

city'* heating, water heating and cooking fuel.

1953 Red Cross fund cam­ 
paign are out making their 
appeal to large firms in the 
area this week following a 
final check of plans last 
Thursday in the conference 
room of the Industrial Rela­ 
tions building of General Pet­ 
roleum Corp.

Meeting with C. & I. chairman 
A. E. Thompson, of General Pet­ 
roleum, were John Ebbinghouse, 
American Rock Wool Corp.; E. B. 
Paul, General Petroleum; O. A. 
Kresse, retired (formerly of Col­ 
umbia Steel); A. D. Wagen, Pitta- 
burgh Plate Glass Co.; Reed H.

The volunteers discussed the 
needs this year for vital Red Cross 
services, including the dramatic 
new anti-polio project, "operation 
gamma globulin," in which Red 
Cross is participating with the 
National- Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. Red Cross will provide 
more than one million units of the 
whole-blood derivative, gamma 
globulin, before the expected sum­ 
mer polio epidemics.

G.G. has been proven effective 
in lowering the incidence of polio, 
and in preventing or minimizing 
the dread crippling effects of the 
disease in the majority of cases. 
Red Cross participation in "opera­ 
tion gamma globulin" will cost 
$7,000,000 this year, and will take 
approximately 1,200,000 extra pints 
of whole blood.
